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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the communications dated 12/26/2007. 
Claims 1-10 and 16-21 are active in this application. 

Claim(s) 11-15 have been cancelled. 

Remarks 

2. Applicant's argument(s), filed 12/26/2007, have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. 

Claim(s) 1-10 and 16-21 are allowed. 

Reason for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

None of the references of record teaches or suggests the claimed holder for use 
in semiconductor or liquid crystal manufacturing devices (in combination(s) as set forth 
in the claim(s)) comprising a ceramic-metal composite provided atop the support 
structure, the ceramic-metal composite including a substantially uniform mixture of 
ceramic and metal microconstituents (claim 20). 

Reason for allowance of claim 1 could be found in the communication of
